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BACK TO SCHOOL SECTION 
The second section of today’s issue of The 
Freeman is devoted to a summary of the 
educational progress of the Kingston School 
District. Items include an accounting of all 
monies received and expended during the 
past fiscal year, the proposed transporta­ 
tion routes for 1963-64 and a report of the 
building program and the curriculum from 
kindergarten through high school. 
The Board (rf Education of the Kingston 
School District (Consolidated) utilizes this 
edition of The Freeman as a public relations 
medium to inform citizens of the area on 
matters of expenditure of school funds. 
In this special school section there also 
will be found back to school fashions for the 
teens and styles for both college and career 
girls. Illustrations of the new dress designs 
for the autumn season will be included. 
The Freeman takes this opportunity to 
acknowledge the cooperation of the Kings­ 
ton School authorities and our merchants, 
who made this special issue possible. 
This is the third year for this special sec­ 
tion devoted to school operation. Comment­ 
ing on last year’s back to school section, 
Walter Crewson, associate commissioner of 
the University of the State of New York, 
said “I have come, in recent years, to see 
more clearly the key role that is at once the 
opportunity and even the duty of the local 
press in the whole task of providing sound 
and economical education for the children 
of the community. 
“In many communities throughout our 
state and nation, the local editor’s concept 
of the freedom of the press is often ex­ 
pressed in his willingness to highlight the 
minor failures which are inevitable in all 
operations so complex as a system of 
schools, and to permit the newspaper to be­ 
come an instrument for stirring contro­ 
versy. 
“This is, in my view’, evidence of a narrow 
and shallow perspective. To be sure, it is 
the responsibility of a good newspaper to 
point out major failures and errors in judg­ 
ment on the part of local officials of any 
character. 
“But it is most refreshing to observe the 
statesmanlike approach of a newspaper to 
its public responsibility. A careful scrutiny 
of such presentations as Scholars and Cents 
reveals the balanced judgment of the news­ 
paper. This is not blind acceptance of the 
program of education in all its aspects. It 
is rather the desire of a responsible citizen 
to set before the people an accurate picture 
of a public enterprise, with due emphasis 
on its accomplishments and its problems. 


FIREWORKS PROBLEM 
Two states, Nevada and Alaska, have no 
laws at all controlling sale or use of fire­ 
works. Twenty-two states and the District 
of Columbia permit allegedly “safe” fire 
works—such things as sparklers, fiery 
fountains and the like. The remaining 27 
states allow no fireworks except in licensed 
public displays. 
Add to this the fact that a federal statute 
adopted in 1954 prohibits the shipment of 
fireworks into states that ban their sale or 
use. Then top off the equation with anoth­ 
er disturbing fact—that there are fire­ 
works injuries every year even in those 
states that outlaw fireworks. The sum of 
the equation makes apparent the need for 
stricter regulation. 
Whether there should be tougher federal 
law is open to question. Enforcing such 
law against manufacturers and dealers 
might take more manpower and money 
than is justified by the relative importance 
of the problem. The best bet would appear 
to be better state laws, and more vigorous 
enforcement of the ones now on the books. 
One problem is that the fireworks con­ 
trol laws are often broken, not with malice, 
but in the mistaken belief that “kids ought 
to have fireworks on the Fourth.” The need 
tor a little public education is clear. This 
has been emphasized this year by a rash of 
injuries caused my plastic cherry bombs, a 
new creation that has caused scores of in­ 
juries and may be responsible for at least 
one death. People have bought and used 
these powerful little bombs, or let their chil-

When I first heard that there were plans afoot 
to build a N ational Cultural Center for the Per­ 
forming A rts in W ashington, D. G , my well- 
trained 
libertarian 
hackles 
rose 
predictably. 
Mindful of my friend Leonard Read's insistence 
that opera can’t be grand if it is subsidized by 
the State by raiding the pocketbooks of people 
who are allergic to mezzo-sopranos, I thought 
we wTere threatened with just another boondoggle 
bearing no relation to fiscal justice. 
Well, it turns out that in this particular in­ 
stance I emoted before I was hit. To my intense 
surprise. I discover that the U. S. Congress, in 
giving a green light to the supporters of a N a­ 
tional Cultural Center, has voted for a change 
to get something off the public cuff instead of 
on it. This m ust constitute something of a record. 
There will be a National Cultural Center, all 
right, and it will be built on publicly owned land 
hard by the Potomac River above the Lincoln 
Memorial. But Congress has told the Cultural 
C enter Board Chairman, Roger L. Stevens, the 
New York real estate tycoon who doubles in 
brass as Broadway’s most successful angel, to 
go out and scratch for the $30 million needed to 
turn architect Edward Durrell Stone's designs 
into reality. 
The plans for the building are impressive. 
When it is completed it will consist of three halls 
under a single roof. There will be a 2.750-seat sym­ 
phony hall, a 1.200-seat theatre, and a 2.500-seat 
hall for ballet, musical comedy, and opera. Under 
a retractable section of the roof there will be 
space for restaurants, children’s puppet shows, 
a rt exhibits and band concerts. Since W ashing­ 
ton draws upwards of 9,000.000 visitors a year, 
the potential audience for first-run movies and 
shows, visiting ballet troupes and touring college 
dram atic exhibitions should be large enough to 
keep the Cultural Canter in the black. Mr. Stev­ 
ens has already landed $5 million from the Ford 
Foundation. E rnest Breech, foie.ier chairm an of 
the Fqrd M otor Company, is expected to dig up 
$6 million more as head of a business committee 
To bait those who yearn for a limited approach 
to im m ortality the Center will honor contributors 
of $100,000 or m ore with plaoues on pillars sur­ 
rounding the Center. The $15,000 contributors 
will have their names inscribed in marble in one 
of the Center’s halls. As for the fifty States of 
the union, they will be rewarded by a repre­ 
sentation of State flags and seals provided they 
can contribute a penny per person in accordance 
with populations. 
The truly interesting thing about all this is not 
that W ashington is going to get culture. To us 
dwellers in the sticks, culture is as culture locally 
does- and from the performing arts standpoint 
it is doing very well in my neck of the woods. I 
have only to drive an hour or more from my 
home to hear a Brahm s recital at the Yale School 
of Music summer digs in Norfolk. Connectirut, 
which is up in the Berkshire foothills, or to watch 
Jose Limon’s dance company perform at the Con­ 
necting College for Women in New London or to 
see Shakespeare played at Stratford-on-Housa- 
tonic. “Off Broadway” is now practically every­ 
where. so I personally couldn’t care less about a 
move to centralize culture in the nation’s capital 
On the other hand, I can see that it is a good 
idea to provide perform ers with a stage that will 
give them national billing. 
Quite aside from personal preferences and the 
perform ers’ need for a national platf urn. however 
Mr. Stevens’ private monev-raising crusade could 
have a profound effect on the average Americano’s 
notion of what constitutes a legitim ate use of the 
taxing power. H. L. Mencken, whose idea of the 
proper limits of exercise was to lift a stein of 
beer exactly two feet from a table top to his 
mouth, always resented it when he was taxed to 
support public park tennis tournam ents in Balti­ 
more. Multiplied over all sorts of activity, every 
citizen of the U. S. m ust resent some use of pub­ 
lic funds to support things which do not interest 
him in the least. 
So. why can’t Congress tell a lot of people 
other than Mr. Stevens to go schatch? If ex-Am- 
bassador John Kenneth Galbraith wants the In­ 
dian government to have a $1.5 billion steel mill 
let bim beat the Amercan bushes for private con­ 
tributions for same. You get the idea 
As for foreign aid In general. Italian business 
men are giving—yes, cuing - Mr 
Stevens the 
m arble needed for the Cultural Center. Wonders 
will never cease.

Swabbing Hurts Rather 
Than Helps Dry Throat

Q— F o r th e la s t several months my throat ha* 
been dry. I have used camphor to swab my throat 
for relief Is camphor injurious to the threat? 
A—Dryneaa of the tiiroat may be due to 
chronic irritation from a i>ostnasal drip. If this is 
present it should be treated. Camphor will not 
n a m the thioat but the mechanical effect of p a c ­ 
ing a mop or swab ct cotton over the throat will 
serve to aggravate the condition. Why not use the 
camphor (oi eucalyptus or benjoin) rn a steam 
vaporizer and inhale the stem ? 
Smoking should be avoided. Drinking plenty of 
w ater and sucking peppermint lozenges will help 
but medicated lozenges and candy that contains 
glycerin should not be used. It is also im portant 
to avoid stress or excessive nervous tension. 
q —My m enstrual periods have always come 
every 28 to 30 days but in the last three months 
the cycles were 36 days, then 32 days, then 22 
days. What would cause this irregularity? 
A—Irregularity of the m enstrual periods is 
usualy due to some mild disturbance in the glands 
of internal secretion. If your thyroid activity is 
lower than normal, you may need to take thyroid 
extract. This would then re-etsabhsh regularity. If 
your thyroid is not at fault, your doctor may 
want to try one of the estrogen preparations 
(ovarian hormones!. 
Q—I have h e a rd of |»eople having a craving 
for such things as plaster or clay but I have a 
different problem. I am not pregnant but I can’t 
leave chewing gum alone. I chew the sugar out 
of it then eat the rest by stretching it over my 
tongue and swallowing it by threads. Will it do 
any harm to continue this habit? 
A—Many dlA rrent substances, not ordinarily 
considered to be food, are eaten compulsively. 
Some people who have these appetites ere suffer­ 
ing iron: anemia, glandular disorders or some 
dietary deficiency. In others the cause must be 
sought in some deep-seated emotional disturbance. 
In most instances the digestive tract tolerates 
these substances rf they are not actually poison­ 
ous Swallowing gum Is probably as harmless an 
idiosyncrasy as you could ask tor. 
Q—I have a blood pressure of about 200 most 
of the time. I feel depressed in the mornings and 
always have a headache when I get out of bed 
but as th? day goos on I loti better. Is my high 
blood pleasure the cause of these symptoms? 
pressure and not be aware of any symptoms at all. 
A—It la possible to have a very high blood 
pressure and not be aware of any symptoms at all. 
Since persons with high blood pressure are often 
overly tense they frequently have a morning head­ 
ache which is moiv likely to be caused by their 
nervous tension than by then- blood pressure. 
Such drugs as reserpine (obtainable only on pre­ 
scription) accomplish both a lowering of the blood 
pressure and a lessening of nervous tension.

Choosing Frozen Prepared 
Food 
At first glance buying frozen 
prepared food to lessen the reg­ 
ular 
time 
demand 
of 
feeding 
families seems simple; the prod­ 
ucts -are neatly packaged and 
labeled. 
But 
package 
contents 
are usually invisible and include 
a m ixture of ingredients. For the 
shopper who wishes to compare 
frozen prepared foods w ith their 
less processed counterparts, the 
choice is complex, says Louise 
M. 
Kakargo, 
assistant 
home 
dem onstration agent. 
Shoppers 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
food 
budget 
and 
the 
kitchen 
have certain goals in mind when 
thinking of feeding their fam­ 
ilies. Those often include feed­ 
ing toe family well with reason­ 
able expenditures of tim.e offiort 
and money. Some highlights on 
how these goals relate to the 
purchase 
of 
frozen 
prepared 
food follow; 
Cost: The effect of added con­ 
venience on 
retail 
food costs 
1 varies among products, accord- 
! ing to a report just issued bv the 
U. S. D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
The report compared 158 differ­ 
ent foods either partly prepared 
or entirely prepared with their 
fresh or home prepared counter­ 
parts. 
These 
included 
conven­ 
ience items as varied as cake 
mixes, dehydrated potatoes, in­ 
stant coffee, 
and 
frozen indi­ 
vidual meals. 
Of the frozen foods studied, 
om?-flfth 
were 
less 
expensive 
than toe home-prepared. These 
included such items as frozen 
peas and lima beans where re­ 
duced waste of the frosh vege­ 
table offered 
substantian 
sav­ 
ings. But frozen prepared foods 
were generally more expensive 
than the hom e-prepared foods 
because of such factors as the 
large amount of added services 
and special packaging. 
Examples of higher cost froz­ 
en 
prepared 
foods 
included! 
chicken 
and 
turkey 
dinners, 
found to he two and a half times 
as 
expensive 
per 
serving 
as 
home-prepared foods, and apple 
pie, found to he one and a half 
as expensive. Frozen chow mein 
was 
less 
expensive 
that 
that 
made 
from 
a 
standard 
home 
recipe. 
B ut 
when 
the 
home 
recipe was adjusted to contain 
the same weight of chicken as 
the frozen product, the frozen 
cost one-fourth more per serv­ 
ing. 
Time; Perhaps the main ad­ 
vantage of frozen prepared foods 
is the saving of time, particularly 
active time requiring constant 
attention, as opposed to total 
time requiring waiting for thaw­ 
ing, baking or cooking. The use 
of 
commercially 
frozen 
p i e s 
saved 96 per cent of the 41 to 
57 minutes of active time re­ 
quired 
to 
prepare 
homemade 
pies and reduced total time 30 
per cent, according to the U. S. 
D epartm ent of A griculture study. 
Frozen Cakes saved from 88 to 
92 per cent of the 40 .to 41 min­ 
utes of active time needed for 
homemade cakes hut little or no 
total time because thawing was 
involved. Thawing does not re­ 
quire close attention but instead 
planning ahead. 
To determ ine the relative time­ 
saving value of frozen prepared 
products, shoppers should con­ 
sider w hether their management 
practices will fit the total time 
involved. 
Reading 
and 
under­ 
standing labels assist. Shoppers 
sometimes 
fail 
to 
understand 
the time involved In preheating 
the oven before placing frozen 
dinners in it and thus may serve 
half-heated dinners, according to 
a 
survey 
report 
by 
"Quick 
Frozen Foods.” 
Preferences: The purchase of 
such frozen prepared foods as 
spinach souffle or lobster new- 
hurg may enable shoppers to 
serve 
duplicate 
specialties 
of 
restaurant 
chefs 
and 
add 
a 
gourmet 
touch 
to 
meals. 
At 
times the added menu interest 
may prove desirable, at other 
times limiting. The frozen din­ 
ner with its preselected vege­ 
tables may please some families 
and not others. While shoppers 
generally like peas and potatoes 
in mashed form, many wanted 
other 
alternative 
choices 
for 
vegetables or form of potatoes 
to avoid monotony, according to 
a recent survey. 
O ther: Planning meals for nu­ 
tritive value may be somewhat 
more complex when frozen pm- 
pared foods are heavily used. 
Certain ingredients may he pres­ 
ent in different and underfined 
amount 
from 
the 
homemade 
product. For instance, shoppers 
cannot readily tell how much 
cheese is in macaroni and cheese. 
O ther factors enter into the 
final choice . . . the qua Ii tv of 
the product, the type of freezer 
space at home, and the enjoy­ 
ment and skill in cooking, The 
purchase 
of 
frozen 
prepared 
food is an 
individual decision 
with no pat guides 
One product may serve one 
shopper well, another may not. 
But we are fortunate to have 
the choice. 
The chance to choose com­ 
mercially frozen prepared foods 
is much more recent than many 
shoppers 
may 
realize. 
A 
few- 
frozen 
prepared 
items 
were 
available in the 1940‘s, but it 
was not until the 1950’s that the 
commercial m arket gained mo­ 
mentum. Sales have expanded in 
the past decade and are ex­ 
pected to continue to climb. For 
instance, in 1953. the first im­ 
portant year for frozen three- 
com partm ented 
tray 
dinners, 
sales approximated only $7 mil­ 
lion. hut by 1961. the public pur­ 
chased 257 million dinners val­ 
ued at $151 million 
Forecasters 
say the dinner sales total for 
1963 will reach $200 million.

found that a questionable solu­ 
tion to a boring Saturday night 
was 
to

themselves

bicycle chains and demolish store 
windows, autos and occasionally, 
people. 
Now* the situation is changing. 
In Paris, for example, the num ­ 
ber of youths appearing before 
the courts dropped from 5,000 in 
I960 to 2,000 last 
year.

P art of the remedy is found in 
a vast organization with the title 
of French Federation for Youth 
Homes and Culture. If its name

youths can pursue sports and 
other avocations w ith members 
their own age, and with a mini­ 
mum of adult supervision.

The administrative suite is effi-

health room, work room, confer­

Do you know how to bo a good student? Here's a little test 
that will tell you whether you’ve learned how to go to school. 
Just answer the questions with a "Yes” or "No.” 
1. Do you know how to summarize a textbook before a course 
even starts? 
2. Do you always study your teacher as well as his course? 
3. Do you know how to answer essay questions when you don’t 
know the right answer? 
4 Do you know’ how to take a multiple-choice test, so that the 
structure of the test works for you? 
5. Do you know how the structure of history differs from that 
of phvsics and how to adapt your studying to each? 
6 Have you ever tried to figure out the best ways for you to 
memorize? 
7. Do you know how to take notes at a lecture — or do you 
write down everything th at you can? 
8. Do you know how’ to cram scientifically? 
9. Can you get the main idea out of a textbook chapter in just 
a couple of minutes? 
10. Did you read the last couple paragraphs of this article be­ 
fore you started to read it all the way through? 


With all the years you’ve spent as a student, you should have 
developed scientific approaches to studying. But if you couldn’t 
answer "Yes” to all the above questions, you haven’t learned 
your trade. 
Even if you feel you know all the tricks already, read this 
column anyway. There might be some shortcuts you haven’t 
found. 
But before we start discussing specific study techniques you 
should develop some basic attitudes and points of view that are 
indispensable to effective studying. 
The first point of view you have to develop works this way: 
stop and think about your courses — all your courses. What 
are they getting at? W hat are you learning in school? Think 
about it for a minute. Are you learning to reason better? Are 
you becoming more receptive to ideas? The courses you're taking 
this year — will they help you think more clearly? (For in­ 
stance, algebra and Latin.) Will they help you express yourself 
better? (Any foreign language will help you understand your 
own.) Will they help you understand the forces that are shaping 
your world? (For instance, physics, sociology, and history.) 
The point is, do you just endure your courses, or do you really 
try to get something out of them? if you start with the attitude 
that school is unpleasant, you’ll be right—it will be. But if you 
make an effort to see what your courses can do for you, then 
school can be a real pleasure. 
The next step is to start to develop an approach to each one 
of your courses in particular.

day trip to Williamsburg, Virginia

raised in the light of experience 
rather than supposition. 
Did 
homesickness occur? No 
due to a fully planned program of 
activities.

room .situation, was evident. In­ 
teraction within the school situa^ 
tion is limited.

How ya gonna keep ’em dcnvn 
on the farm ? 
“Well, you can't very well these 
days.” says Raphael Klein, teach­ 
e r of the Agriculture class at 
Kingston High School, “but sur­ 
prisingly enough, we do schedule 
a full agriculture course, with 43 
boys enrolled, as a major sub­ 
ject. 
Farming methods have changed 
and fewer working fanners are 
needed today, but there is an ever- 
growing need at present for skilled 
workers in occupations related to 
fanning. Thus, graduates of the 
careers in agricultural research, 
dairy plant management, conser­ 
vation. 
turf 
management, 
milk 
testing, and farm machinery sales 
and service, to name a few. Many 
students, of course, pursue careers 
in dairy, poultry, fruit or vege­ 
table farming. 
AH students in the agriculture 
program get practical experience 
by working either during the school 
year or in the summer on their 
home farms or on the farm of 
a 
cooperating 
fanner. 
In 
the 
classroom, their studies combine 
the 
theoretical 
and 
practical 
phases of farming ami farm man­ 
agement 
with the regular high 
.school 
English, 
social 
studies, 
math, and science subjects. 
Many graduates of the agricul­ 
ture program continue their edu­ 
cation at one of the slate’s ag­ 
ricultural institutes, and receive 
an Associate 
in Science degree 
upon graduation. This September. 
as in the past. Klein will begin 
work with another group of stu­ 
dents whose destiny will be tied 
to the nation's farms.

have learning problems related 
to perceptual, conceptual or be­ 
havioral m alfunctioning, but we 
do not know, in all cases, what 
caused these problems. Organic 
im pairm ent (physical damage to 
th e brain or parts of central 
nervous 
sy stem ) 
and

m otor defects may be present in 
some but the school personnel 
cannot identify or treat these 
disorders if they are there. We 
are attem pting to deal with the 
d i s t u r b a n c e s in perception, 
thinking and behavior which pre­ 
vent these children from suc­ 
ceeding and which create emo­ 
tional stress. We expect to help 
these anxious children to become 
m ore able learners by protecting 
them from increased anger and 
fear — the effects of retarded 
experiences, 
or confusion 
and 
failure and loss of self respect. 
T ie class will have no more 
th an ten children 
any one 
tim e. 
Individual 
attention 
is 
needed to apply the methods and 
special m aterials that wiu 
used to strengthen the child’s 
ability to “tak e in,” "organize,” 
and “put-into-action." Teachers 
and children in regular class­ 
room s are likely to learn and 
progress m ore efficiently as the 
dem ands of these children with 
special learning problems are a t­ 
tended to in the child study class. 
Mrs. M ary Ann Sutton, the 
m other of five children, has been 
selected to teach this new class. 
S he comes to Kingston with a 
degree in early childhood educa­ 
tion. scleral years of teaching 
experience and very' high rec­ 
ommendations. Her expressed in­ 
terest in this area of education 
and her desire to work with 
these children and to continue 
to learn about them should con­ 
trib u te greatly to the success of 
this program .

The search for a replacement 
for Dr. Earl F. Soper constituted 
the first m ajor problem for the 
3963-1964 Board of

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Study of Modern Language 
By Audio-Lingual Method 


Your child is embarking upon 
a challenging adventure — the 
study of a modern foreign lan­ 
guage. Ile will tx* taught by a 
new method, variously called the 
“ New Key.” the “ Audio-Lingual 
Method.” What exactly is this 
method? 
It is an attempt to teach the 
foreign language primarily as a 
system of oral communication. 
At the beginning of each unit, 
the pupil hears a model of a dia­ 
logue presented accurately in the 
everyday language of the native 
speaker 
today. 
Approximately 
50 lier cent or the time of the 
first year is spent in hearing the 
foreign language. 
Then the pupil imitates and 
memorizes 
the 
dialogue.

by barring and manipulating the 
constituent parts through a se­ 
ries of sentences, forming the 
recognizable patterns until he 
thoroughly masters them. Ap­ 
proximately 35 per cent of the 
time is devoted to the speaking 
of the language. 
Readii Next 
After the mastery of the ma­ 
terial aurally and orally, 
the 
pupil learns to read what is al­ 
ready familiar to him. Ten per­ 
cent of the time will be devoted 
to reading. 
The final stage is guided writ­ 
ing and will take five per cent 
of the time of the first year of 
study. 
At all times, the speech of the 
foreign language is at normal 
speed. The pupil never uses Eng­ 
lish except for a brief period at 
the end of the lesson during 
which he may ask a question. 
I ' m* Tap*- Recorder 
The tape recorder will be used 
to 
provide 
authentic 
foreign 
voices as well as to offer a va­ 
riety of voices for models. This 
tape practice will always follow 
the mastery of the material by 
the pupil with the guidance of 
the teacher. 
It is possible to purchase pro­ 
fessional records. Some parents 
will want to ‘take the course’* 
with their children or to brush 
up on a language they have al­ 
ready studied. 
^ “ Naturally,” say Miss Kathryn 
F. Fellows, head of the Kings­ 
ton High School Language De­ 
partment. “ our goal will not be 
achieved this year. We shall not 
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abandon sound principles for the 
sake of expediency; mastery is 
more important than finishing 
the book.” 
As the pupil goes on he reads 
and writes more and more. A l­ 
ways he is made aware of the 
way of lite ot the foreign speak­ 
er through the foreign languge. 
There is no place for memoriza­ 
tion of long lists of names and 
pages out of context. 


W hat About G ram m ar? 


At this point you may have 
some questions. 
Parents often 
ask, “ Don’t you teach grammar 
any more?” 
“ As a matter of fact,” says 
Miss Fellows, “ we consider gram­ 
mar to be three-fourths of the 
language and vocabulary 
only 
one-fourth. But we don’t teach 
grammar as a set of rules to lie 
applied to a series of transla­ 
tion problems. No matter what 
it might be called, grammar is 
taught as the generalization of 
the patterns of speech that have 
already been mastered.” 
W ill there be translation? If 
by this is meant the word-by- 
word decoding from one lan­ 
guage into another, the answer 
is definitely “ No.” Occasionally 
the teacher will use English ex­ 
pressions 
to 
elicit 
a 
French 
equivalent expression. However, 
this will be kept to a minimum. 
True translation is a difficult, 
fine art which has a legitimate 
place only in advanced study. 


Pronunciation 


W ill the pupil have perfect 
pronunciation? No. But he will 
have to express himself in such 
a way that he can be perfectly 
understood by the foreign hearer. 
What about homework? There 
will be homework almost daily. 
Before 
the 
writing 
stage 
is 
reached, homework will consist 
of the oral reptition of the dia­ 
logue with the aid of records as 
well as various oral drills. These 
assignments may not fit the tra­ 
ditional concept of homework. 
But their importance cannot be 
over-emphasized. These drills are 
very’ much like the playing of 
scales on the piano or the shoot­ 
ing for a four shot in basket­ 
ball. The learning of a foreign 
language, too. is a skill calling 
into play new sets of muscles 
and physical habit. Occasionally 
an assignment may be given in 
English on some phase of the 
culture of the speakers of the 
foreign language. 


Fin al Exam s 


W ill thf student be prepared 
for the Regents, College Board, 
and other placement examina­ 
tions? 
Yes. Already, the Regents for 
the second year has been aban­ 
doned. The third year regents 
has no translation of any kind 
and devotes a large part to aural 
questions. The College Board ex­ 
aminations are in the process of 
change. Colleges are more and 
more 
demanding 
proficiency’ 
rather than transcript credits. 
Thus, the new’ approach is in 
keeping with all realistic nation­ 
al and state goals. It is a skill 
in which theory helps but in 
which practice, endless practice, 
produce* the accomplished per­ 
former.

May Get Special 


Recreation Area 


WASHINGTON (APl-The fed­ 
eral government may set up a 
special recreation area for Sen­ 
eca Indians who will be displaced 
from their land in New York 9tate 
by the Kinzua Dam in adjoining 
Pennsylvania. 
A. Heaton Underhill, assistant 
director of the Interior Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Outdoor Recre­ 
ation. said 
Monday ha bureau 
whs considering plans for the Sen­ 
ecas but did not expect to hive its 
recommendations 
ready 
until 
1934. 
Underhill testified at a hearing 
conducted by the House Interior 
Committee, 
which 
is examining 
problems created by construction 
of the dam on the AUeghany 
River. Part of the reservoir will 
be on tribal lands in New York 
when the project is completed in 
1965. 
Underhill said his bureau's re­ 
peal had been held up somewhat 
pending a s^udy of a $29-miilion 
recreation development for the In­ 
dians recommended by the Brill 
Co . which made a survey of pos­ 
sibilities under contract with the 
federal government 
In response to questions from 
Rep. James A. Haley, D-Fla . the 
committee 
chairman, 
Underhill 
said the bureau had consulted 
Seneca representatives three or 
four times but had not explored 
their desires in detail. 
Said Haley: 
“Id suggest that you get to­ 
gether with the Seneca Nation and 
see if you can be helpful. Be help­ 
ful, but don't go any further than 
the Seneca Nation wants you to 
fro” 
The .Senecas' general counsel, 
Arthur Lazarus Jr., told the com­ 
mittee that the Indians had an 
‘ emotional attachment” to their 
land and thus would prefer to 
grant easements rather than deed 
title to the government. 
However, 
he continued, 
when 
the Senecas suggest easements, 
they are offered only a fraction 
of the amounts they would receive

Mur­ 
ray E. Weiss, school psychol­ 
ogist, has had occasion to see 
many children daily in his 
office at Myron J. Michael 
School. In his broad experi­ 
ence as a school psychologist, 
Mr. Weiss, in the article be­ 
low, reflects especially on the 
problem 
of 
underachieve­ 
ment, which he considers to 
be a mental health problem: 


Underachievement is the in­ 
ability, 
consciously 
or 
uncon­ 
sciously to m aintain standards 
and expectations of scholastic 


proficiency at w hatever level the 
student is supposed to assimilat? 
without being hampered by de­ 
bilitating factors of low intellect­ 
ual endowment, physical or or­ 
ganic handicaps that can affect 
the learning process. In other 
words, 
I 
believe 
that 
under­ 
achievement has its roots in the 
psychological realm of a 
stu­ 
dent’s life. Students, 
who 
are 
able to learn but are function­ 
ing at lower levels of achieve­ 
ment over a period of time are 
underachievers. 
School, which is the formal en­ 
vironment of learning in our cul­ 
ture is a reality th at children 
from five to 16 years minimum 
m ust cope with in the greater 
m ajority of cases in New York 
State. Attendance is also a real­ 
ity so that the child in school 
spends about 190 days a school 
year or about six hours a day 
for IO months. Since school is

rome of these children resist 
learning when they are capable 
of absorption of the school cur­ 
riculum ? 
Why do they 
resist, 
consciously or unconsciously con­ 
forming to a culturally accepted 
medium of self enhancement and 
ego building development by not 
doing w hat is expected of them 
in the school situation? W hat 
m akes them different that they 
show displeasure or overt hos­ 
tility to school either by failing 
academic courses, passing by the 
skin of their teeth when they 
could obtain much higher marks, 
playing truant at every chance or 
inviting expulsion from school by 
behaving in defiance of rules and 
regulations of school 
manage­ 
ment? 
Some of the factors that could 
be operating behind the behavior 
of these children are: 
1. Emotional problems whereby 
children resort to fantasy living 
where concentration to studies and 
attention to teachers 
are 
mini­ 
mized 
or 
sometimes 
negated. 
These children could be hearing 
the teacher but they are not lis­ 
tening to her or him. The reasons 
for delving into this fantasy world 
will not be discussed at this time. 
The student could be actively defy­ 
ing the teacher because of prob­ 
lems at home. The negative feel­ 
ings towards 
parents 
ait 
home 
could be transferred to another 
adult figure, the teacher and a 
course of “ passive resistance” may 
take place where underachieving 
is being utilized as a subtle way 
of punishing parents who value ed­ 
ucation. 
2. Some children are oriented 
to activity rather then to verbal 
or speech learning. Somehow lan­ 
guage, written or spoken has a 
negative connotation so that they 
do better when they use their 
hands rather then their heads. In­ 
tellectually these children have the 
ability to learn but they lack the 
patience or drive to learn or to 
conform to learning as taught by 
the teacher unless it is activity 
prone. The high school and junior 
high school compensates somewhat 
with the problem that this kind of 
child presents, but what of the ele­ 
mentary school that does not of­ 
fer any kind of program to meet 
this student 'n needs. 
Invariably 
this individual will enter the junior 
high school as an underachiever 
and will probably remain one be­ 
cause his school training has ham­ 
pered his style of learning so that 
he has given up on himself aca­ 
demically.

Each society j 
or culture has its conformists and 
non-conformist s. The non-conform­ 
ists. as I believe 
these under­ 
achievers to 
be. 


utilizing the only means at their 
disposal to fight off unpleasant ex­ 
periences but 
only 
become in­ 
volved in more unpleasant experi­ 
ences by creating more problems 
outside the home environment. I 
telieve that underachievement is 
a psychological problem because 
I have never seen an underachiev­ 
er who had a high self-concept or 
thought well of himself. They are 


always on the defensive and are 
always putting up a front to shield 
their true feelings from the out­ 
side world. When one cannot face 
the reality of living, either as a 
student in »chool or ah employee 
at work or a parent with children 
and live up to the expectation of 
the society that he lives under, a 
mental health problem is in exist­ 
ence.

Governor Rockefeller today re­ 
leased the initial series of stand­ 
ard architectural plans for ele­ 
mentary and secondary schools 
designed as a means for effect­

important savings

work, to local school districts. 
The program was enacted by 
the Legislature upon the recom­ 
mendation of Governor Rocke­ 
feller as a State service to pro­ 
vide school districts with ready­ 
made plans and specifications for 
a variety of schools at the low­ 
est cost consistent with sound 
construction practices and edu­ 
cational 
objectives.

series of nine plans will be de­ 
veloped after the experience of
